Have you been asked this question at your 
supermarket checkout counters? You may hear it 
more and more because we seem, to be faced with 
a shortage of pennies. 
An estimated 30 billion 
pennies have disappeared, 
according to the Treasury 
Department. Treasury offici­ 
als assume that the pennies 
are in hiding1—probably in 
dresser drawers, shoe boxes, 
pickle jars and piggy banks. 
It seems the poor pennies 
are unwanted, unused and 
unappreciated. 
But there could be an­ 
other reason for the penny 
shortage. People may be 
hoarding because of specula­ 
tion that copper prices might 
go up so much that it could 
become profitable to melt the 
pennies. 
To protect the nation’s 
penny supply, Treasury re­ 
cently jssued a regulation 
prohibiting the exporting, 
melting or treating of pen-

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind, 
(UPI) — Donald Wort man, 21, 
who lived near West Lafayette, 
was found strangled Tuesday at 
Celina., Ohio, and Lloyd Flint, 
20, Lafayette, was charged with 
murder. 
Authorities here said they 
learned that Flint and Wortman 
and a young woman drove to 
Ohio last Saturday from Lafay­ 
ette and the three drank, in a.

After more drinks, she said, 
she and Flint drove back, to La­ 
fayette in Wortman’s car. 
After the body was found 
Tuesday at Celina, Flint was 
arrested and jailed in Lafayette 
pending a probable cause hear­ 
ing. A judge ruled the original 
affidavit filed against Flint was 
based on hearsay evidence and 
he refused to issue an arrest 
warrant. Flint was kept in jail, 
however, pending the placing of 
charges against him by the 
Ohio authorities.

The tally showed 5,045 mem­ 
bers of Local 808, International 
Union of Electrical Workers vot­ 
ing, 2,646 in favor and 2,399 
against the contract. The Fed­ 
eral Mediation and Conciliation 
Service ordered the vote. Whirl­ 
pool employs 7,200 people here.

Whirlpool is Evansville’s largest 
employer and the strike affect­ 
ed the tri-state Indiana-Ken- 
tucky-Illinois area. 
The contract calls for a 70 


cents per hour increase over

.4 increase in the consumer 
price index. 
Whirlpool in February offered 
a 75 cents an hour increase1 over 
three years, but whether the 
whole package was more or less 
than the contract accepted was 
not immediately apparent.. 
The union was seeking 75 
cents immediately, plus 50 cents 
more in February,, 1975, a penny 
for penny cost of living increase 
and a four-day work week.

This column of questions and answers on federal 
tax matters is provided by the local office of the U. S. 
Internal Revenue Service and is published as a public 
service to taxpayers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 


Q. I’ve sold my house at a 
profit and am buying a mobile 
home. Can I postpone the tax 
on the gain from the sale of 
my house? 
A. In general, you can defer 
the tax on all of the profit if 
within one year before or one 
year after1 the sale you buy 
and occupy another residence 
(in your case a mobile home), 
whose cost equals or exceeds 
the “adjusted sales price” of 
the old residence. 
If the purchase price of the 
mobile home is less than the 
adjusted sales price of your 
house (basically, this is the 
amount you realize on the sale 
less fixing-up expenses), all, or 
part of the gain may be 'taxed. 
The gain taxed in the year of 
sale is the gain realized on the 
sale of your old home or the 
excess of the adjusted sales 
price of the old residence over 
the purchase price of the new 
residence—whichever is less. 
For example, if your basis in 
the house is $15,000, you sell 
it for $20,000 and buy a mobile 


home for $10,000» you are 
taxed on a gain of $5,000. This 
is so because the entire gain 
on the sale ($5,000) is less 
than, the difference between 
the adjusted sales price ($20,- 
000) of the old residence and 
purchase price of the new one 
($10,000). If you. pu.rclia.se a 
mobile home for $16,000, you 
would be taxed on $4,000, be­ 
cause this difference between 
the adjusted sales price ($20,- 
000) of the house and purchase 
price of the mobile home ($16,- 
000) is less than the total gain 
($5,000). 
Q. I filed my return in Febru­ 
ary, but now I've found out 
that I over looked a deduction. 
What should I do? 
A. You can file Form 1040X 
to amend your previously filed 
return, On this form, you re­ 
compute the portion that has 
changed from your original re­ 
turn and send it, along with 
any necessary related informa­ 
tion to the address shown in 
the 1010X instructions. Form 


1040X is available at any I.RS 
office. 
Q. I should receive a. re fund 
when I file my .return for If 73- 
Can I still check off a dollar 
of my tax to the Presidential 
Election Cam.pa.ign Fund? 
A. Yes. Without increasing 
your tax liability or decreasing 
your refund, you may earmark 
$1 ($2 on a joint return). If 
you neglected to “check off” 
on your 1972 return, you can 
still do so on your 1973 return. 
Q. Aren’t there some deduc­ 
tions that can be claimed even 
though the taxpayer chooses 
the standard deduction and 
doesn’t itemize? 
A. Yes. On your tax form 
these deductions are called 
“adjustments to income.” They 
include employee business ex­ 
penses, such as business travel 
expenses, moving expenses, 
payments by self-employed in­ 
dividuals to a retirement plan 
and the sick pay exclusion. 
Credits against your income 
tax may also be claimed with­ 
out itemizing your deductions. 
For example, many taxpayers 
are eligible to claim the retire­ 
ment income credit or the 
credit for contributions to po­ 
litical candidates.

Attend­ 
ance was lim ited to the few 
whose p a re n ts had enough 
money to send their children 
It was with envy that I visited 
the few outstanding exam ples of 
youth cam ps in the state. One 
cam p located on Lake Jam es 
featured sail boating, with few 
motor boats on the large ex 
panse of w ater. Culver with the 
Black Horse Troop specializing 
in horsem anship and sailing on 
adjoining 
Lake 
Maxintuckee, 
was intriguing, but beyond the 
financial reach of the average 
family. Camp Crosley in Ohio, 
specialized in instruction for 
m arksm en. 
Many church oriented cam ps 
were available, usually located, 
on sm aller lakes. Boy Scout, 
cam p , w ithin the financial 
range of most families, was a 
full tim e operation. Now it has 
no staff nor sum m er schedule, 
instead perm itting camp sites 
for troops w ith th eir own 
volunteer staff.

Cook Shortage Hits Colorado Prison 


By JOHN J. SANKO 
CANON CITY, Colo. (U P I) - 
It’s not easy to teach someone 
to cook a recipe for m eat loaf 
that begins: "Take 400 pounds 
of ham burger m eat.,.” 
But 
a 
shortage 
of 
cooks 
serving tim e at the Colorado 
State Prison has forced officials 
to start teaching inm ates how 
to prepare food for hundreds of 
persons at a time. 
"If an inm ate comes in here 
and shows some desire to learn 
the culinary trade,, w ell try to 
teach him ,” said Fred Coppa, 
chief stew ard at the prison. 
The inm ates must learn to 
feed 700 inm ates and guards 


daily, 
plus 
workers 
in 
the 
reception center 
and 
other 
inm ates in the women’s divi­ 
sion. 
"A m eat loaf requires 400 
pounds of ham burger,” Coppa 
said. 
“ We drink 
150 to 200 
gallons of milk a day. Coffee 
will 
run around 
85 
gallons 
every tim e we m ake it.” 
The cooks mash, bake or fry 
up to three tons of potatoes in 
one week and go through 50 
cases of lettuce every 2 Mi 
weeks. 
As a result of the shortage, of 
cooks, the prison has hired two 
civilians chefs to train inm ate 
kitchen help. Coppa said he has 


28 
cooks 
and 
bakers 
now 
working in the prison’s kitch­ 
ens. 
"Several inm ates who have 
worked here have left to work 
as cooks. We hope eventually to 
get a vocational program set up 
in the trade.” 
Surprisingly, 
food 
is 
not 
complained about at the prison. 
During an inm ate strike in 1971, 
prison warden Alex Wilson said 
the prisoners told officials food, 
was not a m ajor issue. 
"1 suppose some of the food 
m ay get boring, but whenever 
food is prepared by the gallons 
and gallons, you do lose a little 
so m eth in g ,” 
Wilson 
said

er’s net worth is down to $96.- 
814. If he goes on at this rate, 
he would be wiped out complete­ 
ly before the end of the year. 
The statement was filed by a 
Sioux County farm and business 
group appealing to Congress for 
emergency credit legislation to 
help livestock producers strug­ 
gle through a crisis caused by 
months of livestock market 
prices below production costs. 
According to the statement 
obtained from the owner of the 
240-acre farm, he is holding cat­ 
tle and hogs with a current 
market value totaling $448.800. 
The farmer’s current operating 
debt, however, is $544,906. The 
$96,106 difference between the 
two figures is part of the finan­ 
cial storm which has slashed 
John Doe’s net worth by some 
$177.000 since last fall. 
“We are facing catastrophe,” 
said Harlan Hummel, a Sioux 
County spokesman who present­ 
ed the doleful list of figures to 
the Senate committee. 
“Without immediate emer­ 
gency financing, these people 
have no hope. They are being 
forced out of business, and 
along with them will go many 
of the businessmen they buy 


from.” Hummel said. 
Sioux County, Hummel ex­ 
plained, has a total population 
of 28.000 people and its largest 
town has 2.800 people. Its econo­ 
my is primarily based on agri­ 
culture and many of its busi­ 
nesses are facing the same kind 
of fears confronting Jack Ping, 
a feed dealer in Ireton, Iowa, 
Hummel added. 
Mr. Ping has been in the 
feed business for 30 years . . . 
he has seen the net worth of 
some of his customers grow 
from $50,000 to $350,000. He has 
seen the same net worth wiped 
out in the last eight months,.” 
Hummel said. 
"He has at least 150 farmer; 
customers (who cannot 
their bills). Without emergency 
financing, they cannot pay him. 
He, too, will be wiped out with 
over $600,000 in accounts receiv­ 
able. His feed mill employs 13 
people, and within a few? months 
at least three-fourths of them 
will have to be released,” the 
Iowan said.

Care Important To 


Vegetable Garden 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind.— 
'Veteran 
vegetable 
gardeners 
know that planning and planting 
are only the first steps to suc­ 
c e ss. 
P roper 
ca re 
is 
also 
essential if your garden is to 
produce those “really fresh’ 
vegetables. 
“The individual new to gar­ 
dening must realize that picking 
doesn’t follow' planting,’’ says 
John 
A. 
W ott, 
Purdue 
University hom e environment 
horticulturist. “He must ‘care’ 
for his garden in many w ays.” 
Some of these, Wott adds, are: 
Weed Control. This is a must. 
Nothing is more disheartening 
than a well-prepared garden 
overrun by weeds. If allowed to 
develop, w eeds com pete with 
the vegetable plants for water, 
fertilizer, and sunlight. 
Weed with a sharp hoe, using 
a shaving stroke, not a chop, 
and cultivate no deeper than an 
inch. 
In 
larger 
gardens, 
a 
wheeel hoe with knives or power 
equipment m ay be used. 
Watering. 
V egetable plants 
also need plenty of w ater 
through the growing, season. 
Apply one to one and a. half 
inches per week in a single 
watering, unless rain does it for 
you. Light sprinklings may do 
more harm than good, cautions 
Wott, for roots may tend to form 
near the surface of the ground 
where it dries out faster. 
R em em b er, 
sandy 
soil 
requires more watering than 
heavy clay. Always apply water 
slowly so it can soak in. You can 
check the amount applied by 
catching it in tin cans placed in 
the garden. 
Thinning. To grow properly, 
vegetables need room. Proper 
spacing between plants in the 
row as well as between rows 
promotes faster growth and a 
larger, b etter q uality crop. 
Vegetables started from, plants 
should 
h a v e 
been 
sp aced 
properly when planted. Those 


started from 
seed will need 
thinning. 
Thin plants when they are 
sm all and when the soil is moist 
in order to m inim ize injury to 
the rem aining plants. Grasp the 
plants to be removed at the soil 
line and pull them out gently. To 
keep from d am agin g other 
plants, however, it is better to 
cut them off with a sharp knife 
just below the soil line. 
Mulching. 
This 
encourages 
sum m er growth, by conserving 
m oistu re, con trollin g w eed s, 
and keeping the soil cooler. 
Mulching is especially useful for 
vegetables that 
have a long 
grow ing 
se a so n , 
such 
as 
tomatoes. 
Spraying 
or 
D usting. 
To 
control most insects and leaf 
diseased, 
use an 
all-purpose 
dust or spray. Sevin serves well 
as an insecticide and zineb or 
m aneb 
con trols 
m ost 
leaf 
diseases. Apply sprays or dusts 
every week and just after rains 
or waterings. Cover the un­ 
derside of the leaves as well as 
the 
top. 
A lw ays 
read and 
carefully follow directions on, 
the label.

When President Nixon returns 
from his Mi dea si tour next week, 
a dm i n isf rati on 
farm, 
of. fie ials 
hope he will act quickly on 
pending proposals to allow un­ 
limited imports of wheat and 
cotton, government sources in­ 
dicated today. 
The suggested wheat 
plan, 
which would continue for a year 
beginning July 1, would suspend 
import quotas on wheat which 
Nixon ordered last winter early 
this year to June 30. The cotton 
plan would suspend an import 
quota system wrhich is still in 
effect and lim its imports of or­ 
dinary “upland” cotton to a to­ 
ken 30,000 bales a year. 
The proposals were sent to the 
White House by the Tariff Com­ 
mission. 
.Agriculture Department offi­ 
cials, who have filed formal rec­ 
ommendations with the White 
House on both proposals, have 
declined to comment on what 
ad v ice they have given the 
President But informed govern­ 
ment sources said it is a virtual 
certainty that Agriculture sec­ 
retary Earl L. Butz is support­ 
ing the Tariff Commission’s pro­ 
posals to allow free imports of 
both major farm products. 
The National Association of 
Wheat G row ers recen tly a n ­ 
nounced it had urged Nixon to 
allow wheat import controls to 
com e back into effect on July 
I. The farm group said imports 
above the token quota—which 
applies under permanent regu­ 
lations—could depress prices for 
A m erican grow ers who m ay 
reap a record harvest this year. 
Nixon originally lifted the im ­ 
port quota at a time when bak 
ers were expressing fears of a 
temporary wheat shortage this 
spring in the weeks before the 
1974 harvest began. Administra 
lion officials did not 'believe any 
major shortage was likely, but 
as a secondary safeguard for 
consumers Nixon acted to allow 
fill-in imports from Canada if 
they should becom e necessary 
As things turned out. imports 
w ere sm a ll. The A griculture 
Department had been predicting 
total wheat imports for the year 
ending June 39 at five million 
bushels, but recently lowered 
the e stim a te to two m illion 
¡ bushels compared with one m il­ 
lion in the previous year. 


Outdoor Paint 
Jobs Need 
Attention

only projects that

Generally, there are several 
exterior repair or refurbishing 
projects that ,nee4consideration 
after a hard winter. Painting

ihe like are spring chores. 
In painting, three basic steps

important,

They are selecting the right 
paint 
for the surface to

painted, preparing the surface 
adequately, and applying the 
paint properly. 
Friday stresses these points:

—select the proper paint in

also satisfy your preferences. 
Bright colored o b jects w ill 
create focal points if this is 
desirable. 
—paint wood and most m etals 
with either solvent or water 
base paint, but rem em ber these 
m aterials need a primer coat to 
seal 
the 
su rfa ce 
again st 
moisture. 
—use a paint with abrasion- 
resistance on porches, steps, 
screens, etc. Many paints are 
specially 
formulated for this 
type of surface. 
—finish outdoor furniture with 
exterior enam el or penetrating 
p igm ented stain . 
Apply an 
enam el primer to wood fur­ 
niture or a special metal primer 
to m etal furniture. 
—clean all surfaces of dirt 
oil, scale and other impurities 
prior to painting. Then, be sure 
the 
su rfa ce is dry 
before 
com m encing. 
—use paint in tem perature 


Fothergilla Rare Shrub Here 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Fothergillas are practically an 
unknown shrub in most Indiana 
landscapes. They are, however, 
among the most distinctive and 
colorful of shrubs. 
In late April or early May, 
fot herg illas 
produce 
cream y- 
wh i t e , be it t lebr us'h. -like c I us t ers 
of flowers. In the fall, the foliage 
turns an intense gold or scarlet. 
“ If you look, you’ll note a 
sim ilarity to the witch hazels,” 
says John 
A. 
Wott.

environment horticulturist. 
“This is not surprising, as they 
are 
m em bers 
of 
the 
sam e 
fam ily.” 
B ecau se

flowers, the fothergillas are best 
used in areas where they will be 
seen at close range. . .as in 
foundation plantings and near 
paths. 
Plant in good soil in full or 
partial sun, recommends Wott. 
The shrub will tolerate shade, 
but flowering will be reduced. 
For m aximum effectiveness of 
the flowers, plant against a 
darker 
background 
of 
ev erg reen s 
or 
other 
dark 
background. 
There are three species of 
fothergillas found in cultivation. 


differing mostly in overall size, 
explains the horticulturist. 
D w a r f t, 
f o t h e r g i l l a 
(F oth ergilla 
gard en ii) 
has 
som ew hat 
sm a ller 
flow er 
clusters than the other species 
and attains a height of about 
three feet, with m oundlike 
habit. 
The Alabama fothergilla IF. 
m ontícola) will reach eye level 
at 
maturity, 
with 
somewhat 
larger flowers. And the large 
fothergilla (F. major) will grow 
well above eye-level, making it 
a useful visual screen. For best 
results, it should be combined 
with sm aller shrubs. 
So if you’re contemplating 
adding a shrub or two, consider 
fothergillas. Indiana landscapes 
deserve more of these colorful 
shrubs. 
Mow bluegrass lawns to a 
height of two inches, recom ­ 
mend Purdue University ex ­ 
tension 
agron om ist. 
Close 
mowing weakens bluegrass.

Of Ferns 
To Consider 


WEST LAFAYETTE, In d - 
Mention ferns and most people 
think of the stereotyped Boston 
fern popular in grandmother’s 
day. 
Although 
this rem ains 
a 
popular fern, there are several 
others which are equally useful, 
points out John A. Wott, Purdue 
U n iv ersity 
extension 
hom e 
environment horticulturist. 
“One of the easiest ferns to 
grow is the Rabbit’s foot fern 
(Polypodium aureum l,” says 
Wott. “Its unusual leaves and 
large rhizomes are interesting 
con versa I ion pieces ” 
Others to be considered are 
the 
J a p a n e se 
Holly 
Fern 
(C yrtom ium fa lca tu m ), the 
M aidenhair 
or 
Adiantum 
species, and the Bird’s Nest fern 
(Asplenium nidus). 
All ferns prefer cool tem ­ 
peratures and high humidity, 
t he 
hurt ¡culturist 
re m in d s. 
Consider where ferns grow1' in 
nature, and you’ll be able to tell 
which area of your home is best 
suited. 
Ferns also require a light soil 
mixture, such as peat m oss, 
sand and soil in equal parts. Be 
sure the pot has ample drainage 
so the roots of the plant are not 
sitting in excess moisture. 
Some plant lovers place ferns 
in groups, setting the pots on 
large saucers or trays filled 
with gravel. The gravel is then 
kept 
moist 
to 
increase 
the 
humidity around the plants.

Bees, Wasps 
Make Summer 
Complete 


WEST LAFAYETTE. Ind - 
Summer wouldn’t be complete 
without bees, wasps, hornets, 
and yellow jackets. 
Most of the time these insects 
zoom busily about their business 
without harming anyone. Still, 
enough people have been stung 
by these insects to respect them. 
So it goes without saying that 
b ees, 
w asp s, 
hornets, 
and 
yellow jackets can make one 
mighty uneasy. In fact, some 
people are hypersensitive to 
insect 
stipgs 
and 
bites 
and 
require m edical attention when 
stung or bitten, says Darryl 
Sanders. Purdue U niversity 
extension entomologist. 
Honey bees often build nests 
in walls, chim neys, and attics of 
buildings. Or they may nest in 
trees near barns, houses and 
cabins and in wooded areas. 
On the other hand, wasps and 
hornets build pa per-like nests 
under ea v e s of houses, in 
shrubs, 
and 
other 
protected 
places. Yellow jackets normally 
build their nests underground. 
D ichlorvos 
(V apona) 
and 
propoxur 
(baygon) are very 
effective against all four in­ 
sects. 
A vailab le 
in 
p ressurized 
co n ta in ers—usualfy 
If be 1 e d 
“bee and wasp killer ’—these 
c h em ica ls can 
be sp rayed 
directly on bee and wasp nests. 
Dichlorvos kills rapidly while 
propoxure is slow ef actjng but 
kills over a longer period of 
tim e. 
Injection 
of 
eith er 
chlordane or carbaryl (Sevin) 
five per cent dust into bee nests 
is effective if an opening to the 
nest is available. 
Treatment* for bees is best 
made late in the evening when 
they are less active and when 
most of them are inside the 
colony. To avoid being stung, 
wear a bee veil and gloves, 
cautions Sanders. Also tie shirt 
sleeves and trourser legs 
to 
keep the insects from getting 
inside clothing. 
W’hen treating hornet nests, 
first spray directly into the nest 
opening to kill the insects as 
they attempt to com e out. Then 
completely soak the nest with 
the m aterial, counsels the en­ 
tomologist. 
Never disturb yellow jackets 
in the daytim e. A flashlight with 
a piece of red cellophane tied 
over the lens can be used while 
applying an insecticide to the 
nest at night. Wear protective 
clothing. 
A gain, 
a 
one 
per 
cent 
dichlorvos or propoxur spray 
can be used. Or a mixture of one 
teaspoon of 45 per cent chlor­ 
dane em ulsifiable concentrate 
in one quart of wafer may be 
substituted. 
Locate 
the 
nest 
opening during the day; then 
pour a quart of the insecticide 
mixure 
rapidly 
into the en­ 
trance after dark. 
O ccasionally, nests of these 
insects are so located or the 
insects in such numbers that it 
is wisest to obtain the services 
of a com m ercial pest control 
operator.

moisture remained adequate to

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gov. 
Dan Walker of Illinois told the 
nation’s major coal producers 
Tuesday the United Slates must 
not let its energy future hinge 
on uncertainties of international 
events. 
“W’e must not, in America, be 
lulled back into energy com ­ 
placency,” W’alker said at a 
convention of the National Coal 
Association. 
“True, the gas station lines 
are gone, for now, but the 
international energy shortage 
rem ains—still hangs over our 
heads. No headlines from the 
Middle 
East 
should 
obscure 
that fact.” 
He w as referring to President 
Nixon's five-nation tour of the 
Middle East which ended today. 
Walker 
said 
the 
current 
p eace a g reem en ts 
betw een 
Arab and Israeli forces causes 
the energy problem, to lose its 
sense of urgency in the public 
mind. 
“We cannot, we must not, let 
the energy future of the United 
States of America hinge on the 
uncertainties of 
international 
events,” said the governor.

“Corn planting reached the 85 
er cent completion level. Last 
year, 99 per cent of the corn 
was planted and average is 95 
per cent planted at this time. 
About 80 per cent of the plant­ 
ed corn has em erged and stands 
are rated fair to good. Emerged 
corn averaged 8 inches high, an 
inch more than 1973 but 2 inch­ 
es less than average. 
“By area, corn planting is 65 
to 99 per cent complete in the 
western third of the state and 
85 to 95 per cent along in other 
areas. The wet spring has caus­ 
ed limited switching from ear­ 
lier intended land for corn to 
soybeans in som e areas 
“Soybean planting advanced 
to 55 per cent complete, but fell 
behind average and last year’s 
pace. In 1973, 65 per cent of 
the soybeans were planted and 
average is 85. About 50 per cent 
of the planted soybeans have 
em erged and stands are rated 
fair to mostly good. Height of 
em erged soybeans averaged 3 
inches, sam e as last year but 
1 inch below average. By area, 
soybean planting is 35 to 55 per 
cent along in the western third 
of the state, 55 to 65 per cent 
done in central areas, and 69 
to 75 per cent complete in the 
east. 
“Almost half the winter wheat 
crop has begun to ripen, mostly 
in southern counties. Nearly 5 
per cent of wheat is ripe but 
few fields are combined. Past­ 
ures are still rated good over 
most of the state.”

Seen in another perspective, 
it took the average worker 
from Jan. 1 until May 1 to earn 
enough money to pay his 1974 
taxes, .according to the founda­ 
tion's caluclations. 
Closing Tax Loopholes 
'Like the old adage about 
“death and taxes," the trend in 
eger-rising local, state and 
federal taxes goes on. 
Curiously, when one seeks an 
explanation from elected offi­ 
cials about the reasons for the 
diimal rating Americans give 
1 heir represen t a f i ves, ra rely 
does anyone suggest disgrunt le­ 
nient over taxes. 
Much is heard in Congress 
nowadays about closing tax 
htopholes used by the wealthy 
and big business. Such talk 
usually 
comes 
under 
the 
umbrella of “tax reform,” 
which for some strange reason 
seldom includes tax reductions. 
Lately, 
there 
has 
been 
discussion in Congress about a 
temporary tax cut to head off 
the possibility of recession even 
though many experts believe it 


would probably feed inflation. 
Still, permanently reducing 
taxes to ease the burden on all 
Americans—not to mention 
those lower and middle income 
Americans least able to shoul­ 
der it—isn’t a fashionable issue 
to champion in Congress. 
Championing ambitious social 
welfare programs is. 
$305 Billion Budget 
Thus, as Congress wrestles 
this year with a $305 billion 
budget, and state governments 
try to devise new sources of 
revenue, government leaders 
are still proposing new and 
cosily programs to deal with a 
myriad of problems. 
It's difficult to find anyone in 
Congress who opposes periodic 
Social Security increases for 
the elderly, but at the same 
time the rise in Social Security 
taxes since 1972 alone will boost 
lax payments by $17.1 billion. 
The trend in government 
programs is to accumulate 
more and more tax revenue so 
as to provide the public with 
more and more social services. 
The result is that it takes the 
average American longer and 
longer to pay his share of 
government's cost before he 
can begin working for himself. 
The Tax Foundation's latest 
figures on the sweat and toil it 
takes to pay off one’s taxes 
makes this point painfully 
clear. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De 
spite his absence from impor­ 
tant state occasions, American 
officials are convinced that 
Premier Chou En-lai is not 
being pushed aside in a Peking 
power struggle. 
Normally the absence of a 
high official from important 
public appearances in China— 
or the Soviet Union for that 
matter—is a signal that a 
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major political purge is under 
way. 
But American, officials here 
take at face value Chou’s own 
public comments in Peking that 
he is simply slowing down at 
the age of 76. 
"It is one thing to work at the 
pace of a Kissinger when you 
are in your fifties,” one 
American official said. “It is 
quite another thing to work at 
the pace of a Kissinger when 
you aré 76.” 
Ce re moniai F u n c lion s 
The official added. “There 
are no indications that Chou 
has lost any political status. He 
simply appears to have become 
overburdened by a schedule 
that would be impossible for a 
normal young man to main­ 
tain." 
State Department officials 
believe that Chou has shifted 
many ceremonial functions to 
two vice premiers. Teng Hsia- 
ping and Li Hsuen-nien. 


These officials believe also, 
however, that Chou, has not 
delegated any important politi­ 
cal authority to others * 
“For example. Chou has been 
deeply involved in sessions with 
various visiting heads of state 
and foreign political figures," a 
St a I e Depart men t of fie ia 1 said. 
“There simply is no evidence 
to substantiate press specula­ 
tion that Chou is being pushed 
aside in a political struggle,” 
the official said. 
Relations Stable 
State Department officials 
here believe that since Chou is 
still participating actively in 
political developments in Pe­ 
king. his slower pace in other 
functions should not have any 
adverse effect on detente 
between Peking and Washing­ 
ton. 
Relations between the two 
powers, which have not granted 
each other formal diplomatic 
recognition, appear stable and 


satisfactory to both sides, 
according to U.S. officials, 
“There are no plans to 
establish diplomatic relations in 
the immediate future,” one 
official said. “Current arrange­ 
ments are satisfactory both to 
us and to them.” 
To keep in as direct contact 
as possible, Washington and 
Peking have established liaison 
offices in each other’s capital, 
headed by a diplomat with 
ambassadorial rank... 
“Our relations with the 
(Nationalist) Republic of China 
continue,” an official said. 
“There is no reason to think we 
are going to break them, and 
Peking is well aware of that,” 
he said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - This 
Congress may go down in 
history as the reform Congress, 
thanks to President Nixon...

—Congress would fix priori­ 
ties for spending twice a year 
between conflicting demands on 
the people’s taxes. 
In the past,«Congress has 
operated as follows, if you think 
of it as a family: 
Junior gets the OK for a new 


dress, mother a new car and 
father a golf cart. Junior’s 
brother has been accepted at a 
swanky, expensive college and 
Jane’s sister has been told she 
can tour Europe for a year. 
At no point does the family 


there is money coming in to 
cover all the spending. 
No family could operate like 
that; bankruptcy would be the 
inevitable result. But Congress 
has in (he past.

Pauper Appeal Counsel 
Not State Obligation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court ruled, 6 to 3, 
today 
that 
a 
state 
is 
not 
required to provide a lawyer to 
a convicted indigent when he 
appeals to the high court. 
Justice William. H. Rehnquist 
wrote the majority 
opinion, 
which refused to extend the 
rights of the poor to have 
lawyers throughout the legal 
process. 
Justice William O. Douglas 
noted in a dissent that an 
earlier opinion guaranteed 
counsel 
to 
the 
poor 
when 
appealing to courts which must 
grant a hearing, and said in 
that 
ruling “we noted that 
‘there can be no equal justice 
where the kind of appeal a man 
enjoys depends on the amount 
of money he has,” ’ 
The case involved a man 
convicted of forgery in North 
Carolina. He had demanded a 
court-appointed attorney to help 
him on appeals to the North

Sc fence Today

MARYSVILLE, Mont. (U P1) 
A mile deep hole will be 
drilled 
in 
a 
tiny, 
peaceful 
mountain valley this sum m er 
by scientists 
who are 
m ore 
interested in knowledge than 
the geotherm al resource they 
will tap. 
N ea rly a c e n tu ry ago the 
Em pire Creek valley, 10 miles 
northwest of this mining camp- 
turned-ghost town, was filled 
with activity. More recently the 
mine tailings w ere worked for 
cyanide and the creek itself 
was dredged for gold. 
Now that productive valley 
will bustle again, this time with 
scientists. 
In 1966 a Southern Methodist 
University 
doctorate 
student 
stumbled on 
the 
Marysville 
geotherm al site while working 
on his thesis. Dr. David D. 
Baclwell, now 
an 
associate 
professor of 
geophysics 
at 
SMU, is heading the geological 
studies of the area. 
“ Large Scientific Payoff” 
“This 
area 
is 
relatively 
unique,” Blackwell said. “The 
project has the potential of a 
very large scientific payoff in 
that what is learned here could 
help 
to 
identify 
other 
such 
areas 
and-or 
aid 
in 
the 
development of other sim ilar 
resources.” 
The 
project 
began 
in 
the 
su m m er 
of 
1973 
when 
the 
National 
Science 
Foundation 
provided nearly $2.6 million for 
a 
three-year 
study 
of 
a 
geotherm al source which could 
produce 
300,000 
to 
500,000' 
kilowatts of electricity. 
L ast y e a r field w ork w as 
done to g ath er m ore specific 
data on the site, about 25 miles 
northwest of Helena. It was 
discovered 
that 
the 
Em pire 
Creek valley w as resting on a 
dome of hot, apparently solidi­ 
fied, 
m agm a 
that 
is 
about 
80.000 years old. At 3,000 feet 
underground, 
the 
rock 
is 
estim ated to have a tem pera­ 
ture of 500 degrees farenheit. 
This sum m er a test well will 
be dug at one of the hottest 
spots in the M arysville site. 
R esearchers from 
SMU 
and 
Bat telle Northwest 
Laborato­ 
ries, Inc., of Richland, Wash., 
will supervise the drilling of a 
6.000 to 8,000 foot hole. The 
scientists say they will stop 
drilling when the bit melts. 
A Key 'Question 
The test well will answer the 
question of w hether this geo­ 
therm al site is dry or w et—a 
key question. 
“ If 
a 
steam 
reservoir 
is 
found, com m ercialization could 
occur as soon as four years 
from 
now,” 
said 
William 
McSpadden, present m anager 
for Battelle Northwest. “But if 
it 
is 
a 
dry 
rock 
area, 
as 
expected, no com m ercial plant 
would be possible for at. least 
eight years. ”
